MOSCOW, Aug. 6.—(AP)| 
—Britain, the United States 
and France gave their reply 
to the Soviet Union on the 
Berlin and other questions in 
a three-hour interview with 
Foreign Minister Molotov to- 
hight. 

The three western representa- 
tives went at once to the American 
Embassy after the meeting 

“We met with Molotov,” said 
Walter Bede}! Smith, United States 
ambassador, “No comment.” 

He juggled his briefcase from 
one hand to the other, obviously 


anxious to get to work with his

All three envoys—Smith, Frank 
Roberts of Britain and Ambassador 
Yves Chataigneau of France—were 
nhon-committal as they left the 
Kremlin 

Smith had arrived at the Krem- 
lin first, followed by Roberts, who 
is secretary to Foreign Secretary 
Bevin, and Chataigneau. These 
three all had conferred with Stalin 
Monday night, seeking a basis for 
ending the Soviet blockade of Ber- 
lin and resolving other east-west 
differences 
STALIN NOT PRESENT 

Stalin was not believed present 
at this meeting, which the western 
diplomats had sought with the 
foreign minister.

Men With Umbrellas Once

There are a number of men to- 
day who refuse to carry ymbrel- 
las on the ground that to do so 
is effeminate. As strange as this 


viewpoint may seem to veteran 
umbrella-toters, there is histori- 
cal basis for it. The umbrella 
was favored by ancient Greek 
and Roman women—but mot by 
the men, It is frequently to be 
found pictured as feminine frip- 
pery in antique vase paintings 
and on terra-cotta 

Among the few names on 
recorag ™ connection with the 
advance of the umbrella into the 
Western World is that of Jonas 
Hanway, an Englishman, who js 
credited with being—in the sev- 
enteen-fiftiesthe first male to 


make @ practice of walking about 


London carrying an umbrella. 
Mr. Hanway suffered as do many 
pioneers, for when he went forth 
in the rain with his large and 
gaily colored umbrella he was 
followed by jeering crowds, These 
failed to shake him from his 
purpose, which was to kéep dry, 
and in time his scoffers followed 
his sensible example. Today the 
Briton who does not own apn 
umbrella is a very rare bird in- 
deed 

Although in the early seven- 
teen hundreds many readers of 
Defoe's “Robinson Crusoe” must 
have been struck by Crusoe’s use 
of an umbrella, apparently this 
book aided little, if at all, in 
gaining masculine accepiance for 
umbrellas, Mr. Hanway was 


hooted ai in the streets 30 years

after the publication of “Robin- 
son Crusoe.” 


All the while, however, women 
were making use of umbrellas as 
their disdainful menfolk were be- 
ing rained on. 

It is not certain when the first 
umbrella arrived in the United 


States. One historian asserts that 
the first was shipped from India 
to Baltimore in 1772. Another 
records that a year earlier efforts 
were being made in Philadelphia 
to induce people to use umbrellas 
in the Summertime as protection 
from the sun. Quaker City phy- 
siclans recommended thelr adop- 
tion to keep off “vertigoes, epi- 
lepsies, sore eyes, fevers, etc.” 
By the latter part of the 18th 
century umbrellas were not un- 
common in this country, although 


trees. | have seen them used in 
some cities I could mention,

OTTAWA—While Rt Hon, 
Louis St, Laurent, Secretary of 
State for External Affairs, is still 
favorite in the Liberal leader- 
ship race, which will be settled 
on August 7, Rt, Hon, James G, 
Gardiner, Minister of Agricul- 
ture, is undisputed holder of 
second position, 

Indications are that the big fight 
for the mantle of Prime Minister 
Mackenzie King at the Liberal 
Convention will be between these 
two members of the Cabinet, no 
matter who else is nominated. 

It would be difficult to find two 
men more unlike each other, In 
nearly every way Gardiner ts 
the antithesis of St. Laurent. 

The short, stocky, fire-eating 
Minister of Agriculture, is a pro- 
duct of machine-politics, learned 
politics the hard way and has 
been in politics all his life, De- 
spite his size he has a rasping, 
stentorian voice that has little 
need of an amplifier at any time, 
A farmer, he knows agriculture 
as do few men in pubile life, but 
can extemporize for an hour on 
any subject at the drop of a hat. 
His language and humor are salty, 
and when it comes to a rough 
and tumble political fight he can 
hold his own with anyone. 


Real Study 


In Contrast 

In contrast, Mr, St, Laurent is 
scholarly, distinguished looking, 
a successful corporation lawyer, 
brilliantly bilingual, His English 
is polished to a point of being 
academic. He is a “gentleman” 
of politics, to which he made his 


entry only in 1941, and his 
speeches are always on a high 
plane, Rough and tumble politics 


are distasteful to him, 

For further contrast, the tough, 
fiery little minister of agriculture 
is fighting hard to win the Lib- 
eral leadership with all the 
political “know-how” at his com- 
mand, while Mr, St, Laurent is 
holding himself more aloof, some- 
thing like Senator Arthur Van- 
denberg in the United States, 
and is “avaialable” for the lead- 
ership. 

James Garfield Gardiner was 
born near Exeter, Ont., 64 years 
ago and was educated in Lincoln, 
Nebraska; Clearwater, Man,, and 
in Saskatchewan, where he be- 
came a farmer, 


Gardiner First 
Elected at 32 


Soon plunging into the rugged, 
machine-ridden schoo] of Saskat- 
chewan polities, he was elected to 
the provincial legislature at the 
age of 32, and has been in poli 
tics ever since 

He became Minister of High 
ways and Minister in charge of 
Labor and Industries in the ad- 
ministration of Premier C. A 
Dunning, in 1922, and held these 
positions until 1926 when he was 
called on to form a cabinet after 
the resignation of Mr, Dunning 
He remained Premier of Saskat- 
chewan until 1929, whea his party 
was defeated, 

From then until 1934 Mr, Gar- 


diner learna J the job of heckling 
the government from the opposi- 
tion benches, He returned briefly 
to the premiership in 1934, only 
to resign the following year to 
become Minister of Agriculture 
in the Federal Cabinet. 

When he left Saskatchewan for 
Ottawa, he left behind a Liberal 
machine that was regarded as one 
of the toughest political bodies in 
the country, composed largely of 
hard and highly practical politi- 
clans, But without Jimmy Gar- 
diner at the helm, the machine 
ran down and this is given by 
many as the real explanation of 
the CCF victory in Saskatchewan 
in 1944, 


Proves Self As 
Tough Debater 


In the House of Commons Mr. 
Gardiner soon proved bimself as 
a tough debater, and it became 
the habit when the going was 
rough, and it lodked as if the 
government was getting the worst 
of a political debate, to throw in 
the Minister of Agriculture to 
flatten the opposition, While 
other cabinet members can come 
mand the respect of the House, 
no other can score more tellingly 
against the opposition in debate, 

The diminutive Minister of Age 
riculture was the first openly to 
enter the Liberal leadership race 
against Mr, St. Laurent, and it 
was quickly apparent that he had 
an organization smoothly at work 
after the manner of his old Sas- 
katchewan machine. 


In addition to farm support and 
a certain amount of Protestant 
support in Ontario, Mr, Gardiner 
is also expected to win followers 
in the Province of Quebec, where 
his “middle-of-the-road” wartime 
record and his support of Mr. 
King in withstanding conscrip- 
tion until the eleventh hour is 
still remembered, 

He is also expected to draw 
support from Liberals who want 
to see a fighter at the head of the 
party who will keep a practical 
eye on the next Dominion elec- 
tion, No matter what the govern- 
ment’s experts might say about 
financial policy, Mr. Gardiner is 
not regarded as the man who 
would force austerity and high 
taxes upon the voters within a 
year of a general election, 

Working against Mr, Gardiner 
is the fact that top-ranking Liber- 
als are not for him and would 
probably prefer to see almost any 
other member of the cabinet el- 
ected to the leadership. 


His Campaign 
Is Organized 


In his favor, however, is the or- 
ganized campaign which is being 
waged in his behalf in constitu- 
encies right across Canada, and 
he is undoubtedly the closest con- 
tender to Mr, St. Laurent in the 
leadership contest, 

Mr, Gardiner married Violet 
McEwen, of Craik, Sask., in 1917, 
who died in October, 1944, Later 
he married Mrs. M. I. Christie, of 
Ottawa, He has one son and two 
daughters, Wilfrid, of Lemberg, 
Sask.; Mrs. Russell Stevenson, of 
Montreal, and Beth Gardiner, A 
second son, Pilot Officer Edwin 
Gardiner, lost his life at Dieppe.
